Detroit, March 13 (AV—Gen­ 
eral Motors and CIO United 
Auto Workers negotiators were 
nearing an agreement on the 
issues that have kept 175,000 
production workers idle in the 
113-day-oid 
strike, 
authorita­ 
tive sources disclosed this fore­ 
noon. 
As a negotiating session that be­ 
gan yesterday afternoon .continued 
today, a corporation official who 
asked that his name not be used, 
told newsmen that agreement had 
been reached on the wage issue and 
that “a few other non-economic 
issues” remained to be resolved. 
Tile official did not say whether 
the wage agreement was on the 
basis of an 18 % cents an hour in­ 
crease as offered by the corporation 
or the 19 ls cents an hour rise de­ 
manded by the union. 
Another management source, ask­ 
ing not to be quoted by name, said 
the negotiations now in progress 
contemplated a definite settlement 
of the entire dispute and “not just 
another deal.” He did not elaborate.

SOMETHING ELSE THERE 
If I correctly recall, it was Bliss 
Perry who once made the state 
ment that no painter of Abraham 
Lincoln had ever succeeded in por 
braying 
the real 
Lincoln—"there 
was something else there." 
Too many painters seek to get a 
•‘likeness.’* This Is what a photo­ 
graph produces. But the great art- 
lit seeks for something else. some­ 
thing that he rarely, lf ever, a t­ 
tains—the soul of the sitter. It is 
easier to get the something else from 
a flow’er! 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
w’ould 
have 
smiled at flattery. You can't flatter 
character. You can, however, fail 
to fathom its worth and its gran­ 
deur. Painters all too often search 
for another objective. 
Not eking ago I spied, in an ex­ 
hibition, a sketch of Jo Davidson, 
by his wife. The moment I looked 
upon it I said: “T hat’s Jo David­ 
son!” It was. You see, his wife knew 
him, loved him, and had put "that 
something” into her sketch that 
most artists fail to get. There is 
nothing so difficult to paint as a 
portrait. It may “look like” the sub­ 
ject, but there is always “something 
else there" in the make-up of the 
subject that is elusive and rarely 
fathomable. I think Sargent got it 
In his great full-length painting of 
Edwin Booth, which now hangs in 
the clubhouse of The Players, in 
New York; also In hts painting of 
Joseph Jefferson, as "Bob Acres,” 
But what a rare achievement ! 
I have never looked upon a por­ 
trait of Washington that made me 
feel the greatness of the man, no 
matter how perfect the technique. 
In George Grey Barnard’s "Lincoln’’ 
and in Rodin’s “Victor Hugo" that 
"something else" is there. And you 
will sense it in that magnificent 
bronze of “Walt Whitman" by Jo 
Davidson. 
We are cemented to those friends 
of ours who make no display but 
who have 
that “something 
else 
there" that we adopt as our own, 
because that same something is what 
we ourselves own and feel instinc­ 
tively. I once read that a painter 
with an unclean mind could not 
paint a pure face. The artist, like 
the poet, becomes great only as he 
is able to execute, or write, the 
“something else there.”

The coun­ 
ty’s banks are all cooperating to an 
unprecedented extent with fanners 
in order that the maximum profits 
can be realized from farm opera­ 
tions and the maximum financial 
s<%urity may be achieved. The farm-

are depending more and more on 
local banks for advice and firm 
financing needs and less and less on 
government and other agencies." he 
added.

The Russians may 
wish to nurse their separate system 
and hold aloof. They cannot do It. 
We cannot do it. Union; cannot. 
Employers cannot And so arises the 
greatest problem of our generation. 
How are individuals, groups, and 


nations to meet their responsibilities 
to one another and still remain free? 
Tile solving formula has not as yet 
been written, but I do not believe 
that it lies in the exert isc of power 
and coercion, or in the threat there­ 
of. In my 
judgm ent there m ust 
be a great and increasing growth 
of cooperation and good will among 
mankind, and it is here that the 
leaven of Christianity must play the 
major role. 
If I were a young man. particu­ 
larly if I were a young minister, 


desperately 
concerned 
about

future of my country and of man­ 
kind, and determined to make some 
contribution to the sum total of 
human welfare, I would set out with 
all the power at my command to 
prepare for effective leadership a 
leadership looking toward the plac­ 
ing of none but Christians on guard,
